New Alberta Farm Guide 
Valuable To Every Farmer 


A book on all phases of Alberta 
agriculture — the Centennial ed¬ 
ition of the Alberta Farm Guide— 
is available to farmers and agri¬ 
cultural advisors, Alriculture Min¬ 
ister Harry E. Strom said recently. 

He said the information in the 
guide, if aipplied, could Increase in¬ 
come on each Alberta farm by 
thousands of dollars yearly. This 
would result in a better level of 
living for farmers and better-qual¬ 
ity food for all Albertans. 

The 240 pages of this centennial 
edition were prepared by 68 leading 
agricultural specialists from the 
Faculty of Agriculture, University 
of Alberta* the Research Branch, 
Canada Department of Agriculture 
and the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture. 

The care andNjusbandry of farm 
animals as small as the bumble bee 
and as large as \the 2,000-pound 
bull are related in) the guide. Sec¬ 
tions deal with agricultural econo¬ 
mics, agricultural engineering, bee¬ 
keeping, climate, I cereals, plant 
diseases and pests, weed control, 
forage crops, cultural practices and 
crop sequences, horticulture, irriga¬ 
tio n, l i v estock h rcrc Hn g, beef cattle, 
dairy cattle, swine, sheep, and 
poultry. In addition there are sec¬ 
tions on livestock diseases and 
pests, soil fertility and zonation, 
soil management and agricultural 
services. A new section in the book 
deals with fur farming and there 
is a special agricultural appendix 
dealing with matters such as 
weights and measures tables. 

“The purpose of publishing the 
Alberta Farm Guide every three 
years,” Mr. Strom said, "is to keep 
farmers and agricultural advisors 
up to dale on production develop¬ 
ments in agriculture. With an es¬ 
timated 150 agricultural scientists 
working in Alberta alone, there is 
a discovery of importance to far¬ 
mers happening in the province al¬ 


most every week. All these scienti¬ 
fic findings are translated Into 
practical farm practices and incor¬ 
porated into the Alberta Farm 
Guide.” 

The first Alberta Farm Guide 
was published in 1959 at the re¬ 
quest of the Alberta Institute or 
Agrologists who wanted provincial 
fanners to have a handbook. This 
book has won favor with district 
agriculturists, technical advisors in 
agri-business and teachers, as well 
as farmers. 

A farmer interested in starting a 
new enterprise can get the main 
production information he needs 
from the guide. The Alberta Farm 
Guide, although it deals with the 
main points in every topic, does 
not deal exhaustively with every¬ 
one. But a reading list for more 
information on specialized subjects 
is available at the end of every 
section in the guide. 

The Alberta Farm Guide was 
specifically designed for farmers 
and agrologists in search of infor¬ 
mation in a hurry. Each section 
deals with a specific subject. Each 
section is divided into sub-sections 
itt cumpiotuiy cover me subject. 
There is cross-referencing to sub¬ 
jects related to the section being 
read can be found in a hurry. 

The guide is not an ivory-tower 
textbook, but a practical, down-to- 
earth book on farming with de¬ 
finite recommendations and specific 
figures. All production and business 
problems of Alberta farming are 
dealt with here. 

Finally, the Alberta Farm Guide 
is easy to read. It contains familiar 
words, short sentences and short 
paragraphs which get directly to 
the point. 

The Alberta Farm Guide is avail¬ 
able from district agriculturists 
throughout Alberta and from the 
Publications Branch, Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, Edmonton.

It was moved and carried 
unanimously that the newly esta¬ 
blished park situated on Parcel 
A, S.W. Vi 2-15-22-4, be named 
"Little Bow South Side Park.” 

It was moved and carried 
unanimously that the park situ¬ 
ated on the N.E. ,4-17-22-4 be 
named “Boe Coulee Park”, and 
that the members of the board to 
administer the park be: Raymond 
Beagle, Stan Marks, Tim Ost, 
Cliff Schlaht and A. McAlister. 

It was moved and carried that 
the county absorb the over¬ 
expenditure of $66.11 on the park 
improvements made in 1966 under 
a grant of $2,000 from the provin¬ 
cial government at Boe Coulee 
Park. 

It was moved and carried that 
David Neville be appointed janitor 
for the new Administration Build¬ 
ing and County Office, duties to 
commence on May 15, 1967, at a 
salary to be determined at a 
later date. 

It was moved and carried that 
the proposal to amend the boun¬ 
daries of the Turin Iron Springs 
R.E.A. Ltd., as outlined by the 
Alberta Power Commission in its 
letter dated March 8, 1967, be ap¬ 
proved on* behalf of the County 
of Vulcan.

COMMITTEE MEETING 

The regular meeting of the 
School Committee of the County 
of Vulcan No. 2 was held on Mon¬ 
day, April 10, 1967.

The following correspondence 
was read: 

A letter from Sunalta Appraisals 
Ltd., suggesting that the county 
engage their firm to make a sur¬ 
vey and appraisal of the school 
buildings for insurance purposes, 
was read. The committee took no 
action to deal with this request. 

A letter from the Highway 
Traffic Board in respect to the 
use of buses to transport children 
to Expo 67 was read for the in¬ 
formation of the committee. 

A letter from Jubilee Insurance 
Agencies Ltd., in respect to a plan 
of group insurance and fringe 
benefits for employees, was read. 
This letter was left in abeyance. 

A letter from Don Green, asking 
that his leave of absence which 
had been granted last year be 
extended another year to permit 
him to continue his studies at the 
un iversity, was read.

Thr opinion of the commit¬ 
tee was that this improvement be 
postponed lor a year__ 

The secretary was instructed to 
refer the leaks at the Arrowwood 
School to the contractor. 

It was moved and carried that 
the county accept the tender of 
Wolfe Hardware for paint supplies 
for the coming season. 

The secretary-treasurer was in¬ 
structed to write to Mrs. A. Steb- 
bing, principal at Milo, in respect 
to the damages to the window in 
the Milo School. 

Mr. O'Reilly was given authori¬ 
zation to clean up the hous? re¬ 


cently acquired from H. Theissen, 
janitor at Lomond. 

The committee authorized the 
hauling of material for the paving 
of the driveway at County Central 
High School, which would be done 
when the town street was being 
paved this season.

MUNICIPAL 
COMMITTEE M EE T1N G 

The regular April meeting of 
the Municipal Committee of the 
County of Vulcan No. 2 was held 
on Wednesday, April 12. Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Ivan Haga presided 
and Committee Members M. Wil¬ 
lard, A. W. Ulrich, F. E. Hubka 
and D. A. McNiven were present. 
Also present at the meeting were 
Martin Dersch, construction fore¬ 
man; Robert Brown, shop foreman, 
and D. D. McQueen, secretary- 
treasurer. 

A letter from the Department 
of Highway, advising that an ad¬ 
ditional grant of $10,000 to apply 
on the 1966 contingency paving 
costs had been awarded to the 
county, and that a cheque for this 
amount would be forwarded with¬ 
in the next few days. Committee 
members were pleased to see this 
information and the secretary- 
treasurer stated that he had writ¬ 
ten a letter to the department 
thanking them for their considera¬ 
tion and drawing attention to the 
fact that probably the 1967 grant 
would be increased in a like 
manner. 

Some discussion was held over 
the matter of sterilization of two 
feet of the outside of the roadway 
to keep down the weeds, and that 
sterilization should not go on to 
the shoulder as it was desired that 
vegetation be encouraged on the 
shoulders of the road to prevent 
eicsion. 

Mr. Hubka suggested that 
ditches in areas where there was 
considerable spring run-off and 
flooding be not backsloped, as it' 
was more desirable to have the 
deeper ditches. This suggestion 
was discussed and it was felt that 
no special regulation should be 
laid down, rather that each loca¬ 
tion be dealt with on an individual 
basis. 

It was moved and carried that 
the county apply to the Depart¬ 
ment of Highways for a large cul¬ 
vert on the road diversion adjacent 
to the N.W. 22-18-25-4. 

Messrs. Craine and Maronda, a 
delegation from the Lomond Graz¬ 
ing Association, interviewed the 
committee in respect to a road 
adjacent to the north side of Sec¬ 
tion 36-lV-20-4, to permit trucks 
to proceed into the Lomond Graz¬ 
ing Association lease. It was noted 
that this road was not passable 
and trucks had to detour through 
privately owned land, and it was 
felt that some road improvement, 
should be done. This matter was 
taken under advisement and the 
delegation told that the councillor 
for the division would interview 
the land owner and obtain per¬ 
mission for another year to give 
the county more time to have 
this work done. 


A. V. Symes 
Dies At Calgary 

Arthur Vivian Symes passed 
away at the Colonel Belcher Hos¬ 
pital in Calgary on Thursday, 
April 27, 1967 at the age of 86. 

He was born in Clifton, England, 
on July 4, 1880. In 1899, he en¬ 
listed and served in the South 
African Boer War with the British 
Forces, 8th Division, later trans¬ 
ferring to the Mounted Constabu¬ 
lary. After this, he re-enlisted and 
served with the British Imperial 
Army in various parts of the 
world. 

He came to Canada in 1909 and 
worked In the Millarville, Glelchen 
and Queenstown area until 1914. 
He enlisted in August and served 
in World War I as a bombardier 
in the British Royal Artillery. Fol¬ 
lowing the Armistice, he returned 
to Canada and farmed in the 
Queenstown district. Later he 
worked at the Buffalo Hills Ranch 
for a number of years. He also 
lived at the Vulcan Legion Hall 
for some time before moving to 
Calgary in 1963. He was an origi¬ 
nal member of the Wheat Pool 
and a life member of the Cana¬ 
dian Legion. 

Known relatives surviving are 
two nieces, Mrs. Mary Hutchings, 
Somerset, England, and Mrs. 
Vivian Aldridge, Bristol, England. 

Interment was in the Field of 
Honor, Burns land Cemetery, 
Calgary.

The 

Recreation Area 
Vote... 

On May 16 residents of the part of the county within the borders 
of the proposed Vulcan Recreation Area will be asked to vote on By-law 
No. 603, in favor or against the formation of the Recreation Area. Vulcan 
townspeople are not affected by this as Town Council has already given 
third reading to this by-law favoring an agreement with the county for 
establishment of this recreation area. 

In an effort to assist voters in clearly understanding the issue in 
the by-law the following facts should be made clear: 

The Vulcan and District Recreation Centre and the proposed Vulcan 
Recreation Area are two separate entities. The former has been in existence 
for several years and its only purpose is to build and help maintain a com¬ 
munity centre-recreation complex over future years for Vulcan and district. 

Although an amendment to the Cultural Development Act states that 
money may be expended “for capital works related to a recreation program 
within the municipality or to a joint recreation program,” there is no thought 

-by t h e V ulca n . Dist r ict R au r oatio n C e ntr a- c a mm i tt ao th at a ny or all—money- 

collected by the Vulcan Recreation Area be channelled into the construction 
of the proposed Vulcan recreation centre building. It is however, hoped that 
the administration committee of the Vulcan Recreation Area will see fit to 
assist in yearly overhead and maintenance costs of such a building or buildings. 

The Vulcan and District Recreation Centre has been instrumental in pro¬ 
moting establishment of a recreation area for this district. Following the policy 
advocated by the Provincial Government Recreation Branch, Lomond, Cham¬ 
pion and Milo already have recreation areas. 

If this by-law is passed, a levy of one mill for town and rural pro¬ 
perty owners would be assessed annually and this money would be administered 
by a seven member board. On this board would be four representatives appointed 
by the County Council and three members appointed by Town Council. It is 
likely that the Recreation Board would be composed of one member of the 
town council and two other town residents recommended to the town council for 
appointment to the Board, and one member of the county council and three 
other residents of the rural part of the recreation area who would be appointed 
to the Board by the County Council. The seven-member Board would probably 
include one or two women members. All requests for annual financial assistance 
from organizations concerned with recreation would be submitted to this 
committee. 

Money collected would be used to help organizations develop and encour¬ 
age recreation programs within the area and to help meet overhead costs of 
eligible groups. 

Establishment of a Vulcan Recreation Area will provide the machinery 
for governmental assistance both financial and through help of appointed recrea¬ 
tion officers presently stationed in key centres of the province. 

In the future it is possible to envisage a full time recreation director 
Being located at Vulcan to serve the area and through development of this 
recreation theme, part of his salary is paid by the provincial government. This 
is only one example of such possible assistance. 

In summary, approval of the by-law would mean properly or¬ 
ganized recreation programs in this area, better financing and close 
supervision of all funds expended on recreation. In the interest of the 
betterment of the town and district we ask your support in this by-law.

SNOW MOLD ON LAWNS 

If you have snow mold on your 
lawn this spring, you would be 
wise to slop it from spreading by 
sweeping the greyish web-like 
growth off the grass with a stiff 
broom. A metal rake is not re¬ 
commended because it could injure 
the grass roots. 

According to P. D. McCalla, 

Supervisor of Horticulture with the 
Alberta Plant Industry Division, 
snow mold is by far the most 
common cause of winter injury to 
grass in Alberta. It may appear on 
the turf in the fall, winter or 
spring. 

When dry weather checks the 
fungus growth, injury to the grass 
may be only superficial, but even 
superficial damage can weaken 
grass growth to the point where 
weed encroachment is encouraged. 

Often the fungus penetrates the 
turf deeply enough to either kill 
or severely injure it. 

Mr. McCalla suggests that any¬ 
one who has snow mold on his 
lawn this spring might be wise to 
treat the turf towards the end of 
October for protection the follow¬ 
ing year. He recommends using a 
2:1 mixture of Calomel and cor¬ 
rosive sublimite at a rate of $ to 4 
ounces per 1,000 square feet of

who have the assurance that Christ 
lives within not only possess the 
peace that accompanies the pro¬ 
mise of eternal life, but manifest 
outward changes as 
. when a person 
commits his life to the Saviour, a 
new love for others and a deepened 
social concern result. Changed men 
equal a changed world. 

We agree with those theologians, 
professors of religion, and others 
who advocate that we "become 
existentially Involved in the task of 
relating ourselves to the world In 
a meaningful way.” Who more 
than a Christian should be con¬ 
cerned with injustice, hatred, 
poverty, hunger, disease and war?

Ob¬ 
viously, God would not make His 
message so deeply intellectual in 
its orientation that only those with 
higher education could receive it. 
That is why Paul warned, "But I 
fear lest . . . your minds should be 
corrupted from the SIMPLICITY 
that is in Christ.” 

In scle nt, 1 ” men i nve s t li f e t imes 
seeking to determine the laws and 
principles behind physical pheno¬ 
mena. They constantly strive to¬ 
ward a simple and basic under¬ 
standing of the mysteries of our 
universe.
